ARE SAVED BY A FISHERMAN 


W om an and Her Son Rescued After 


Two Lives Had Been Lost in an At­ 


tempt to Save Them— Bodies of the 


Victims 
Recovered— St. 
Paul 
Boy 


Innocent Cause of the Tragedy. 


St. Paul, Ju ly 23.— Mrs. John Cros­ 
by and daughter Pearl, nineteen years 
old, 
of 
Lindstrom, 
.Minn.. 
were 
drowned in North lake, a branch of 
Lake Chisago, in an attempt to save 
Mrs. Chris Mlesen and her son John, 
nine years old. 
Mrs. 
Miesen 
aud 
young son were rescued by John Guen­ 
ther, a St. Paul man, who was fish­ 
ing nearby. 
The bodies of motlier and daughter 
were recovered. 
The Miesens went 
to Lindstrom last Saturday as guests 
of the Crosby family and intended vis­ 
iting in the summer resort for two 
weeks 
The husband and father of 
the drowned women is considered well 
to do and owns a .summer home on 
the lake. 
The Miesen boy was the innocent 
cause of the double tragedy. 
Accom­ 
panied by his mother, Mrs. Crosby and 
daughter, he went to the southern 
shore of North lake to bathe. A sandy 
beach lines the shore for a consid­ 
erable distance, but not far from the 
w ater’s edge there is a drop treacher­ 
ous to one not a swimmer. 
Tho lad found a raft and, jumping 
on it, was soon carried far out. 
He 
leaped m errily from one side of the 
improvised boat to the other, dually 
losing his balance. 
Tumbling into the 
water he screamed and the women 
heard. 
W ithout reasoning that she 
was unable to swim Mrs. Miesen ran 
toward where ner son was splashing 
In the lake and, upon reaching the 
place where the depth of the water 
becomes greater, she too was soon 
endeavoring 
to 
save 
herself 
from 
drowning. 


Both Women Sank. 


The screams of the women and son 
urged Mrs. and Pearl Crosby to action. 
Though unable to swim they rushed 
through 
the 
water 
to assist 
them. 
About the same place 
where 
Mrs. 
Miesen sank, they too went down 
John Guenther of 
St 
Paul, 
who 
spends 
his summers in 
Lindstrom. 
was fishing on North lake and a short 
distance from where the quartet were 
battling 
with 
death. 
He hurriedly 
rowed toward the Miesen boy and 
pulled him into the beat. 
Then he 
rowed toward where Mrs. Miesen was 
endeavoring 
to 
keep 
herself 
from 
sinking. 
The woman is rather stout and it 
was with difficulty that he succeeded 
in rescuing her. 
Rowing toward Mrs 
Crosby and daughter, he saw them 
both sink for the third time. 
Mr3, 
Miesen and son were brought to shore 
and revived, after which a search was 
made for the bodies of Mrs. and Pearl 
Crosby. 
They were recovered .after a 
half hour’s search. 
Chris Miesen, whose wife and boy 
narrowly escaped death, is a son of 
Anton Miesen, former Ram sey county 
sheriff, and 
proprietor of 
Miesen’s 
cafe. 
Peter Miesen, manager of the cafe, 
said that John Guenther, who saved 
them from drowning, is noted for the 
rescues he has made at Lindstrom. 


THE MILKY WAY. 


A Hundred 
Million 
Stars 
Gleam In 
That Silvery Scarf. 
The census of the starry sky is con- 
j cerned almost entirely with the M ilky « 
way. 
The number of stars not con- 
, nected with it is negligible. 
Rut when 
I you look at the M ilky way the idea of 


I numbering its stars seems the dream 
I of a madman. 
It stretches all round 
the sky. 
Its extent is so unthinkably 
immense that science has never under­ 
taken to measure It. and the Imagina­ 
tion could not grasp the figures that 
such a measurement, if it was possible 
to make It. would Involve. 
Yet that whole enormous expanse of 
space occupied by the M ilky way is so 
crowded with stars that they make 
upon the eye the impression of a sil­ 
very scurf wound round the brow of 
the universe. 
It requires a telescope to see them as 
a broad zone o f glittering points in­ 
stead of un almost uniform baud of 
whiteness In the firmament. 
In some places they are more thinly 
scattered, so that, as you gaze through 
the glass, you almost think that, with 
Infinite patience, you might count the 
number included in a space as largo 
as tile face of tile moon. 
Rut in other places they seem to bo 
packed together like the sands of the 
seashore. 
They 
stretch 
away 
over 
thousands of square degrees of space, 
hanging In great festoons, spreading 
out In vast banners, where billions I 
upon billions of cubic miles seem to 
be filled with stars thicker than tile 
flakes In a driving snowstorm! 
There are begemmed knots in that 
starry scarf so rich that the eye is daz­ 
zled and the mind confused by the 
spectacle w hich they present. 
Yet science, although it shrinks from 
trying to estimate tile space which 
they occupy, has succeeded in forming 
a fairly correct enumeration of the! 
stars of tile M ilky way. 
The most extravagant estimates do 
not put tile number ut more than 300.. 
000.000, and the most trustworthy and 
probable make them a th!rd less. 
A hundred million stars, then. Is the 
total population of tile glittering uni­ 
verse. and w hen we see what a mar­ 
velous effect of innumerableness they 
produce we begin to appreciate what 
a hundred millions mean.—G arrett I*.

Port A r­ 
thur, International Falls, Minn., and 
eight other places are adding to the 
fire lighting force. 
The town is completely surrounded 
by fl amos, and, with the high wind 
blowing throughout the Rainy R iv e r 
district, hut slight hopes are enter­ 
tained of saving the town, lr it. is not 
already 
burned.

the tele­ 
graph wires have been down and the 
railroad tracks are so strewn with 
fallen and half burned trees that it is 
only with the greatest difficulty that 
any of the relief trains w ill be able to 
get to the relief of the town. 
Never before has the district been 
so ravished by fires and the loss to 
standing tim ber alone w ill be in the 
millions. 
Newspapers have been w ir­ 
ing frantically all day for news from 
the fire zone, but the little Information . 
received lias come from the refugees 
who managed to escape the flames. 
Etuo is another of the towns in

FIRE DOES NOT MENACE TOWN
